The amount of wheat which arrived from the 
interior was negligible, but four shipments of foreign 
wheat amounting to some 500,000 piculs, were imported 
in Februcry, 1939. The drop in the supply of domestic 
wheet is due to the ban by the National Government on 
export of wheat from Kompo and the high cost owing to 
the lack of stock in the producing areas in Southern 
Kiangsu (Vide previous report dated 7/2/39). The price 
of whext is 36.60 per picul. 

Five or six further shipments, totalling 700,000 
piculs, of foreign wheat are expected to arrive in 
Shanghai in the early part of March. With this importa- 
tion, it is not anticipated that there will be a short- 
age of flour locally in the near future. 

It will be noted that while the stock of flour 
at the end of Yebruary is Bmaller than the stock of 
flour at the end of January, the stock of wheat is 
proportionately larger so that the potential supply of 
flour is not affected.

The local situation regarding wheat and 
wheaten flour during the month of October, 1940, was 
unsatisfactory. No fresh supply of wheat, either 
domestic or imported, arrived in the Settlement and 
and local flour mills operated intermittently with 
the stocks on hand. The Foh Sing and Hwa Foong Flour 
Mills have no more stocks of wheat and are awaiting 
the. arrival of/shipment of. foreign wheat of some 
120,000 piculs which is due to arrive on or about 
November 10.

Rice and Fleur Situation 


Tha rice situation in Shangh: i remains 
uafsavourable, in spite of the large stock of rice 
on hand and fresh supplies continuing to arrive. 
Tne market prices of rice have soared continususly 
during the past fertnight, as holdera of rice are 
reported to be clinging; cenacitously to their stocks, 
whilst the retailers and consumers show a keen demand 
for the cereal. This stturtion ia due to the tense 
political situation existing in the Far East and the 
increase in freight charges for transportation of 
rice to Shanghai (the freight charge from Rangoon to 
Shanghai is said to be 200 shillings per ten as 
againet 120 shillings per ton about a month ago.) 

Tne following table shows the increases in

On April 17, the Rice Market Control 
Committee, in comlinnoe with the instructione of 
the S.,C. fixed the maximum prices for the various 
grades of rice. However, these fixed prices were 
only nominally observed by the deslers in the Rice 
Market, who secretly charging an “allowance” in 


addition to the fixed price, the highest “allowance”

charged being $12.80 per “zar‘. This practice came 
to an end on April 28, 1941, wnen the fixed prices 
were removed by order of the S.“.C., on the re-opening 
of the four government banks. 

Examination ef figures to date spril 29, 
1941, perteitning to the etocks of rice in Shanghai 
shows that there are about 964,000 "z' rs” stored in 
vwerious godewns and rice shops in the “ettlement and 
French Concession, and some 312,500 "zars" in 
godewns at Pootung, meking a total stock of 1,276,000 
“sare” equivalent to 1,020,800 bags. It is estimated 
thet elmest 99% of thin stock is foreign rice, having 
been imported to Shanghai from Indo-Chins, Burma, 
Siam and also from Hongkong, whilst the remaining 
1f im native rice, brought to Shanghai by verious 
methods. 

fhe rate of consumption in Shanghri is 
estimated to be around 10,000 “zere* a day, whilst 
the daily esles in the Rice Market is approximetely 
8,000 "“zars",. Tris difference, it is believed, 
is not diaposed of in the Rice Market but distributed 
direct to the consumers on the “mast purchase scheme” 
or direct te retail shops where the rice hongs and 
retail shops are under the same ownership. 

At the above rate of consumption, tie present 
stock on hand im Shanghai is considered sufficient 
to last about four months for local requirements, 
but when taking into consideration the quantities of 


rice leaving Shanghei for the interior, chiefly from
